Washington, March 7.—The long 


expected report of Fourth Assistant 
i'ostmaster General Brislow on tHe 
relations of members of congress with 
the postofflce department in connec- 
tion with the leasing of premises to 
the department and the procurment 
of additional clerk hire in various 
postoffice-5 
throughout 
the 
country 


and of increased rentals v/as made 
public this afternoon. The document 
which together with its exhibits cov- 
ers 218 printed pages, accompanies a 
leuort by the House committee on 
postoffiees aria post roads on the Hay 
resolution -demandmg a congressional 
investigation 
of the 
matter. 
The 


committee, of which Jesse Overstreet 
cf Indiana is chairman, recommends 
that the resolution be laid on the 
table on the ground that "no investi- 
gation would elicit further facts than 
nerein set out." 


The names of more than a hundred 


and fifty members of congress whose 
requests for additional clerk hire in 
various pcstoffices were granted by 
George W. Beavers, late suzjerintend- 
eirtrof salaileai-^ffla=~-all6wanoes "aK 
th'bdgh in-.exceSs of the amounts to 
•which- the Offices vere entitled under 
the rules of the department are men- 
tioned in the ekljibits. 


Only three cases of rental of prem- 


ises by members of the House are 
noted. According to the report"1 the 
postofBccs .at Geneseo, N. Y., was lo- 
cated in ISSG'in a building owned-by 
Hon. J. W. Wadsworth, who at that 
lime was not a member of confess. 
When the office became second class, 
n lease was made, dating from Octo- 
l-er 1st. 1901. 


"At this time Mr. Wadsworth was 


a member of congress," says the "re- 
port. 


Regarding tho two other cases the 


report says: "The postomce premises 
at Lawrence. Kansas, were leased 
from Hon. J. D. Bowcrsock many 
years iwior to his election as a mem- 
ber of congress in 188S at an annual 
rental of S1,-5<M>. That lease expired 
April. 1, 1900. On December 13, 1S99. 
J.^r^-iBowcrsock submitted a proposal 
to renew the lease at the same an- 
nual rental. 
Later Mr. Bowersock 


withdrew tis proposal, submitting one 
from his daushter. Mrs. Hortensc B. 
Hill, and the lease was executed in 
her name. The record shows the title 
to premises in Question" was Tested in 
Mr. Bowsrsoclr. The anmml rental is

Harm Russians Declare. 


Tageblatt Says Czar Will Send Fleet 


Throue-h Dardanelles 


Asserted That Russian Railway Around Lake Baikal 


Will Not Be Finished Before December-

tok Fleet? 


St. Petersburg, March 7.—(Bulletin.) 


—A dispatch from Port Arthur today 
reports fine weather with marked 
changes in the situation there. Info^- 
malion from Vladivostok today states 
that the result of Sunday's bombard- 
ment by the Japanese squadron did nor. 
have the serious consequences hoped 
for by the enemy. 
One woman was 


killed and a few men were wounded. 
One small wooden building was de- 
.Uroyed by a shell. It was the cottage 
in which the dead woman lived. 


Berlin. March 7.—(Bulletin.)—The 


Tageblatt reports that Hussia has re- 
solved to defy Europeans and send a 
fleet of warships through the Darden- 
elles. 


Berlin, March 7—The Lokal Anzei- 


;er asserts that the Russian railway 
around Lake Kaikal will not be ready 
for use before December. Thirty-four 
^iane!s in 125 miles of road will have 
:o be made. Russia, according to the 
paper, is admitting foreigners into her 
army. Already fifty Boers and a num- 
ber of Swiss officers have been enlist- 
ed and are now traveling to Manchuria.

THINK WAR IjTjUST BEGUN. 
St Petersburg, March 7. — Although 


almost four weeks have elapsed since 
the Japanese first attacked Port Ar- 
thur, here the war is considered hard- 
ly to have begun. 


Heavy land fighting, upon which the 


fate of the campaign depends, is not 
expected much before the end of April. 
By this time Russia will have in the 
fiei(j, exclusive of the large army of 
nr€n icquired to guard the railroads, 
f'.ur army corps, each with a cavalry 
division and an artillery brigade. All 
that has happened so far. or is going 
!o happen until these forces are in the 
Scld. is considered, according to the 


issian iiew. to be nothing more than 


the prologue to the real drarca. 


7he crippling of the Port ' Arthur 


fleet was unfortunate in that it gave 
the enemy command of the sea at the 
very outset. It if, however, of rela- 
tive 3y small importance, from 
the 


standpoint of the rcair strategy of 
-*&r. whether Port Arthur stan-ls or 


ticn of Askold island, at the east en- 
trance to Ussuri bay, and about 32 
miies southeast of Vladivostok.

The population of Vladivostok was 


warned Sunday morning of the pres- 
ence on the horizon of a hostile fleet 
and the prospect of afitack during tha 
day, but it remained tranquil. 


RUSSIAN LOSSES FIVE KILLED. 
St Petersburg, March 7.—Official 


dispatches received here concerning , 
the bombardment of Vladivostok by a 
Japanese fleet do not mention any 
Hussion losses, but private advices say 
that five wore killed, four sailors and 
the wife of an engineer. 


It is apparent the Japanese were 


afraid to risk exposing their ships to 
the plunging fire of The land batteries, 
and it is considered probable here that 
the attack was really for the purpose 
of drawing the fire of the Russian 
forts, compelling the Russians to dis- 
close the position and caliber of their • 
guns, and also for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether the Russian squad- 
ron is in port. 


If this was the object of the Japan- 


ese, it is believed to have failed sig- 
nally, as the Latteries did not fire a 
shot, and if the squadron is in port it 
could not be seen from the Japanese 
position in the bay of Ussuri on ac- 
count of the high land which rises 
f'-om the coast on that side, obstruct- 
ing the view of the harbor.

ACTS IN HARMONY. 


Relative Strength of 
David B. Hill, 


State Leader, and Charles Mur- 


phy, Tammany Leader. 


Albany, N. Y.. March 7.—The Dem- 


ocratic Slate convention which will 
.select delegates to the National con- 
vention will be held here Monday, 
April 18. This was the unanimous de- 
cision of the Democratic State com- 
mittee, which met Saturday. The real 
icsult was arrived at before the com- 
mittee met at a meeting between 
former Senator Hill 
and 
Leader 


Murphy of. Tammany. It was be- 
lieved that some acrimony would re- 
sult at the meeting over the selection 
of the time and place, it being known 
that Tammany desired to have it held 
in New York, but Senator 
Hill ac- 


ceeded to Mr. Murphy's request to set 
the datp for the ISth, instead of the 
13th, and Mr. Murphy, finding that 
Mr. Hill controlled a majority of the 
committee, acquiesced in the selection 
of Albany, so that there was no fric- 
tiun over the matter in open com- 
mittee. 


It is understood that the Kings 


county delegation would have voted 
with the up-State delegates as against 
Tammany on this single proposition 
had the question been put to vote, 
tnus giving Mr. Hill about 30 votes 
out of a total of 50. 


The only test of strength between 


the force led by Mr. Hilf and Senator 
McCarren of Brooklyn, and that con- 
trolled by Mr. Murphy, came on the 
Question of seating 
Committeemau 


Fitzpatnck, of the Forty-ninth dis- 
trict, whom the Hill forces claimed 
bad 
resigned. Unon this matter 


Kings county divided, four of 
the 


commitceemen vot'ng with Tammany. 
The Hill forces obtained 2fi votes, a 
bare majority of the committee, while 
Mr. Murphy's got 23,- there being one 
vacancy. 
For-the vacancy in the 


Forty-eighth 
district 
so declared, 


Matthew Mery.ig was named

the 


Hill men. and Dr. Auel by the M-.ir- 
phy men. 
On thio ballot the Hill 


forces gained one vote, giving them 
27 in all for Merzig. who was elected. 


There was an undercurrent of fric- 


tion between the two factions during 
the discussion, and this found 
vent 


afterward in a statement prepared at 
the request of Mr. Murphy after the 
adjournment of the committee. 
This 


reads : 


"It was hoped that the meeting of 


the State committep would be the oc- 
casion fc-r a demonstration of Dem- 
ocratic harrnonv. which would be an 
earnest intention of the Democrat0 of 
the State to bury all past factional 
differences and present a united front 
in thf battle of this year, the first 
skirmish of which was won last year 
in the city of New York.

Observations on Chicken Raising by the Advocate's 


Agricultural Editor—Magnitude of the Business, 


How to Start a Fiock, What Variety to Breed 


—Some Interesting Statistics. 


Poultry keeping in the eyes of many 


farmers is ''small j'otatocs" and a lit 


occupation only for women and chil- 
dren. Many a fanner feeds his hogs 
before daylight and after dark to pro 
veiit the hens from eating any of tho 
shelled corn. On many farmo that is 
about all the feed the fowls get except 
through the winter. Yet notwithstand- 
ing al! the difficulties the old hen has 
to encounter she stnl lays the "golden

"'Starting a Pure-Bred Flock. 


"With all the immensity of Ihe pou!- 


Iry business, and the very large !ibt of 
pure-bred, or standard varities of 
fowls, yet it is a very noticeable fact 
that comparative';-" few flocks are pure- 
bred. The averae;*} farmer's flock is 
composed of all H.:CS, shapes and mix- 
lures of colors. With such a flock it is 


impobsiblu (o secure llic best results, 


lo sny nothing of the appearance of 


the flock. Small fowls require differ- 


ent feeding from large ones.

hens also 
slu-uld b 
f> 1'cd 
differently 


from old ones to secure the best re- 
suits. 
To bay nothing of these, how- 


ever, the 
appearance of the flock 


should 
;ipi>''al to Uio farmer's best 


judgment. Nothing will more quickly 
attract attention than a flock uniform 
in color and apppnrnnoe, nml it is just 
as easy lo have such a flock as a mix- 
ed one. 


Tho only requisite is getting a start. 


Too many consider a dollar a big p.rice 
lor a cetting of eggs, but a dollar or 
five dollars invested in pure-bred eggs 
will pay the biggest dividend of any 
live slock crop on the farm. 
An in- 


crease of a pound per head for market 
fowls, or a Coxcn eggs per hen for lay- 
ers will make quite a difference in the 
results at the end of the year. 


May ])t; you have a boy or girl inter 


csted .in poultry. 
Then 
encourage 


them. Let them have charge of a pure 
bred flock and se? whether they arc 
more interested in the farm. Many a 
boy who gees to town might remain at 
home and do far better for himself if 
he had some such opportunities. Tho 
experiment is at least worth trying. 


What Variety Shall I Breed? 


That depends. For tho average far 


nier there are three varieties that 
stem better adapted to his needs than 
any others. 
These are the Plymouth 


Rocks, Wyardottes and Leghorns. The 
IMjnnuth Rock is the standard breed 
by wl.icli others are jut1 god, and per- 
haps mere of these are found through 
out the country than all others to 
gethor. 
But on the 
large 
Eastern 


poultry farms Wyandottes and Leg- 
horns are fast coming to the front. At 
the recent New York show at Madi&on 
Square 
Garden, where nearly '5,000 


birds were exhibited, tho White Wyan- 
dottes led in point of minibers, with 
Sirg'e Comb White Leghorns a close 
second. 
These two breeds are very 


popular with Eastern poultryrncn be 
cause they mature; quickly, are heav> 
layers, and having white feathers 
dress nicely for market, there being 
no colored pin feathers to mar the ap- 
pearance of the dressed fowl. On Ihe 
farm no flock shows up so well as the 
white one, but many object lo if/ be- 
cause of its beirg an easy prey for 
hawks and owls. We would choose a 
variety with a rose comb, as they are 
nol so easily frozen as the single comb. 
For eggs nothing surpasses Ihe Leg- 
horns, eilher -white, brown or buff, but 
they are rather small in size. The Wy- 
andotte is larger, but r-ossil/Iy not so 
send a layer. 
The Plymouth Rock is

Where Shall I Get the Eggs. 


Well, don't take your scrub eggs and 


ask your neighbor, who has been at 
forne expense in building up a Jlr>ck of 
pure- l>i tds, to exchange with. you. 
It 


Js not likely ilia.il ho would refuse, but 
it is asking a good deal ot him with 
nothing in return. 
It is very 
likely 


that ha will sell you eggs at a reason- 
able price. 
It' not, there are dozens o£ 


fanners advertising in tlie farm papers 
who will. Don't send too far away for 
tlieni. There are just as good Hocks 
in Ohio, perhaps in Licking county, as 
elsewhere, and the eggs will no doubt 
hatch better if they don't travel 
too 


far. 
The price 
will 
run 
anywhere 


from 50 cents to $3 per 15 eggs, but 
the first arc not always the cheapest. 
We fiiouiu inquire about thu flock's 
tecord beforehand and buy where we 
cor.kl get the best for the least money. 
High price does not always mean high 
quality. Some breeders send out some 
poor birds or eggs on their own repu- 
tation, bat this is not often the case. 
It does 3iot matter so much what yon 
get or where you get thorn, as it does 
that you get some variety of pure-bred 
fowls for 1304.

POLYGAMY 


A Remarkable Statement on the Sub- 


ject by Rev. Reed Stuart, a Pas- 


tor at Detroit. 


Detroit, Mich., March 7.—"Polygamy 


must be accepted as a legitimate re- 
ligious custom by all who accept the- 
Bible as the actual Word of God."' This 
statement was made by Rev. Reed Stu- 
art, pastor of the First 
Unitarian 


church of this city, and one of the lead- 
ing lights of the denomination in the 
United States. "Our constitution docs 
not curtail religious freedom," he con- 
tinued, "and I defy the lawyers to find 
a basis for any legal principle there 
which will interfere with it. While I 
myself am not a believer in the tenets 
of polygamy it '*z because I do not be- 
lieve in the Bible that accepts it, in 
fact advocates it, in Ihe old laws for 
the Jews. 


"There are many Ihings which can 


be said in favor of polygamy. The wo- 
men, I understand, are far from being 
an unhappy lot. Thf-y have not reason 
to suspect a husband's infidelity. If he 
fails to return hcme he left his 
wife 


merely knows that he is paying a visit 
to one of his other wives, and he him- 
self is spared from giving explanations 
which may not be true. 


"Besides it serves to accommodate 


men of a certain age of development 
who might otherwise be drawn into im- 
moral practices. 


"The United Stales constilulion no 


more prohibits polygamy than it does 
the Kosher method by which the Jews 
provide themselves with meat, or the 
observance of the seventh day as the 
Sabbath instead of the first day of the 
week. We should respect the religious 
usages of the Mormons provided that 
their polygamy does net lead into im- 
morality according to their standard 
Of course the institution of a family of 
one upright man and one upright wo- 
man is the most natural and sacred 
combination under heaven, but its 
abuses are certainly 
frequent in ap- 


pearanfes. and which is better, the 
Mormon who practices polygamy con- 
scientiously or the politician who criti- 
cises him while he himself is a mono- 
aniist in theory only?"'

Spectacle it has been and most ex- 


traordinary, but quite the opposite of 
all that I had fancied. Without noise 
or clamor, without haste or show of 
excitement, calmly, quietly, with the 
leisure of a picnic preparation, the re- 
sponse has been made to the summons 
so long awaited and so dearly desired- 
More, it has been attended with a se- 
crecy that is astonishing. 


The nation is at grips with the huge 


power which fronts it on the west and 
north. The people are proud and deter- 
mined, glad that it is so and sure of 
themselves and their cause, yet with 
their ships at sea and their troops on 
the move it was not until the evening 
of Feb. 8 that they received from their 
government the first explanation of 
why they were going to war or what 
the"y-mean to win by force that they 
could not get by peaceful means.

done and still retain a fragment of 
popular support. Yet almost the only 
compiatnt heard against tins govern- 
ment is that it has not acted before. 
There is criticism from many quarters' 
that it ia not a strong government, the 
cabinet is not composed of popular 
men, and there is protest that it has 
been weak and shilly-shallying in the 
face of the gravest crisis the nation 
has ifenown foivmany years, but back 
of the cabinet sit the five "elder states- 
men,',' and now that the decision is to 
act there is hardly a dissenting voice. 


It was on Friday evening (Feb. 5), 


aD^iit 9'O'clock, that the order of 
mobilization reached the men of the 
'reservesr'•"* ~ They had until Sunday 
morning at 8 o'clock to prepare, but 
by that time they must be under way 
to join the colors. 
The order for 


mobilization was accompanied by an 
extraordinary tightening of the con- 
ditions of the censorate, and an order 
was issued forbidding the transmis- 
sion of code telegrams absolutely in 
certain places and permitting them 
from the great .seaport .towns only, 
where the code toookS Tfrere submitted • 
to the office for inspection and the 
•transition of the messages "offered. 


At tbe same time the Englishmen 


and Americans who are officers in the 
transport service received their march- 
ing orders, and the night train to Kobe 
was/filled with them, going toward 
one or the other of the military bases. 
Before morning the word was in ev- 
ery one's mouth that the reserves had 
been called out, but the newspapers 
printed as calmly as ever the often re- 
peated guesses about the Russian re- 
ply, the time of its delivery and its 
probable character. 


Saturday morning showed vacancies 


among the employees of the business 
houses, in the hotels, in the banks— 
everywhere where young men had 
been at work. Late in the afternoon

show embryotic symptoms of excite-

auction dodgers.

hawked through the streets by men 
who ran about ringing little bells and 
going as if their mission was to see 
who could cover the greatest distance 
before night without regard to the 
number of dodgers he disposed of. 
Some of them varied the performance 
by having two or three bells in a 
bnnch. and one fellow had a string of 
hand bells fastened together by a cord. 
He had chosen them regardless of size, 
and their discordant clangor carried 
farther than his cries. 


A31 day on Sunday an unusual activ- 


ity was fvjdent in Tokyo. There were 
many persons in the strccls, bat all 
ww coming or going, and no crowds 
collected anywhere except about tbe 
gates of the bnrrschs. where Use sol- 
diers w<»rc gathering.
